Musso- 
lini poured oil upon the troubled 
waters by issuing a circular to the 
prefects, in which he ridiculed the 
conspiracy, outlined punitive inten- 
tions and rsonally demanded obe- 
djence to the order for complete ab- 
stinence of reprisals. 


Mobs Upon Streets. 


Scores of thousands of men and 
women packed into the square under 
the premier’s window and overflowed 
‘into the side streets, some of which 
were black with people for ;several 
blocks. It was a screaming, singing, 
gesticulating mob, so dense that the 
police and fascist militia, in order 
to control it, had to fire shots into 
the air. 

When Mussolini, in frock coat, with 
arms crossed, his face white under the 
strong lights ‘and jaws tense, appeared 
on the balcony of the -palace, pande- 
monium broke out, which the premier 
silenced with a gesture. 

Clearly, in words which carried 
far out among the people, the premier 
retraced the history of the fascist ef- 
fort to crush anti-national elements. 
He ordered the people to return to 
their homes peacefully and not spoil 
the recent celebration. He concluded |i 
with the declaration that it was not 
proven that he was the dictator he 
was reputed to be, but was the servant 
of the Italian people. 


Painleve To Give 
Finance Question 


To Chamber Soon 


Paris, November 5.—Premier Pain- 
leve’s new cabinet will teeter on the 
right rope of finance Saturday when 
the government's financial program 
will be presented to the chamber of 
deputies. Soon afterwards will follow 
the first serious test of the cabinet’s 
ability to withstand the political storm 
which is rising about it. 

The cabinet’s fate will depend on 


the attitude of the socialists who want 
a capital levy in principle if it can- 
not be had in name. If the program 
survives the storm in the ehamber 
there still will remain the senate to 
| be convinced, and in the upper cham- 
ber sits Joseph Caillaux, just deposed 
from the ministry of finance and re- 
portedly with his pockets stuffed with 
damaging ammunition which he ob- 
tained before relinquishing his former 
post. 

Weakness of the franc, which open- 
ed at 22 to the $1 compared to a 
par of five to the $1 Thursday, is 
largely attributed to the precarious 
position of the French cabinet.

The premier defended the govern- 
ment’s Syrian policy before the cham- 
ber Thursday and won the deputies’ 
assent by a vote of 400 to 30, to de- 
lay further discussion of Syria until 
General Safrail arrives from Damas- 
cus. Painleve then announced the ) 
imminence of the presentation of his 
financial program.

“At the. age of 20 he ran away 
from home and came -to America. 
With ‘the lid off,’ it was not long 
before he fell in with criminals of 
various kinds and soon his genius 
for crime began to assert itself. From 
petty crimes he soon became a mem- 
ber of larger ‘mobs’ and it was not 
many years before he found himself 
a leader in the circle of those who 
lived by pitting their intelligence 
against that of the police for big 
stakes, 

“In- his Bertillon pictures theré fs 
an unmistakable sneer in the down- 
ward-drawn left eorner of his mouth. 
Although even among the police he 
was always characterized as “The 
Gentleman Crook’ he himself frankly 
admitted a vicious hatred against or- 
ganized society. 

“This he attributed to an expe- 
rience in South Carolina when he was 
convicted of a crime because, as he 
would have phrased it, ‘there was no 
one else to hang it on,’ and sent to 
one of the turpentine camps operated 
by cofivict labor.’’

The time for the build- | 
ing of the Pryor street and Central 
avenue viaducts has come but the 
question might be asked: we 
have to have these yiaducts? Would 
it not be easier and better to-secure 
the removal of the old Union depot 
from its present site to the Terminal 
station and have the passenger trains 
on the rgia railroad and the trains 
on the N., C. & St. L. and L. & N. 
railroads go to the Terminal station? 
The Georgia railroad could reach the 
Terminal station over the belt line of 
the Atlanta & West Point railroad, 
which leaves the Georgia railroad 
tracks at Inman park and passes 
around south of Grant park to the 


| tracks of the Atlanta & West Point 


near Fort Me-lherson, The tracks 
of the N. GQ & St. L. and Li & N. 
tailroads could enter the north end 
of the Terminal station, just as all 
, Southern trains do coming from Wash- 
‘ington, Chattaniooga and "Birmingham. 
If this could be done it would save the 
building of the Central avenue and 
Pryor street viaducts. The Whitehall 
street viaduct, Broad street viaduct, 
Forsyth street viaduct and Spring 
street viaduct could all be dispensed 
with. for they will have to be: kept in 
repair and finally rebuilt in the course 
of vaeveral years. 

The valuable land which would be 
available for the owners at Central 
avenue, Pryor street, © Whitehall 
street.
